"We  live  pretty  prescribed  lives,” 
said  the  speaker,  “but  in  the  things 
that  make  up  character,  the  choices' 
l|e,wlth  us.  Thoughts  for  instance  are 
our  own.  Ideals,  too,  belong  to  us.  Even 
vocations  should  be  our  own;  he  who 
drifts  into  teaching  will  never  make 
a  good  teacher.  Above  all,  we  have  a 
choice  of  friendship  and  of  the  differ¬ 
ent  elements  that  have  to  do  with 
shaping  our  lives,  none  is  more  im¬ 
portant  than  friendship. 

"If  I  am  to  choose  wisely  my  thots, 
ideals,  and  friendf,  }  must  have  a  de¬ 
veloped  character.  Religious  organiza- 
^i6ns,  therefore,  because  of  their  in¬ 
fluence  on  character,  are  essential  to 
college  life,

Mr.  Honior  Feurt  of  Gallatin,  Mis- 1 
souri  lias  been  appointed  l)y  Governor  - 
Hyde  as  a  member  of  tlio  Board  of 
Regents  of  the  College.  Mr.  Feurt  will 
succeed  Mr.  John  P.  Robertson  of 
Grant  City  who  recently  resigned. 

The  following  extract  is  taken  from 
the  Gallatin  Democrat  of  October  9, 
192-1. 

“Homer  Feurt, ,  president  of  ^  the 
Farmers  Exchange  Bank  of  Gallatin, 
.was  appointed  by  Governor  Hyde  Wed¬ 
nesday  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  | 
Regents  of  the  Northwest  Missouri 
State  Teachers  College  at  Maryville 
to  succeed  John  P.  Robertson  of  Grant 
City  who  resigned. 

“The  appointment  came  as  a  dis¬ 
tinct  surprise  to  Mr.  Fourt  wlio  knew 
nothing  of  the  matter  until  ho  re¬ 
ceived  a  long  distance  call  from  Gov¬ 
ernor  Hyde  asking  him  to  accept. 

“It  is  a  signal  honor  for  both  Mr. 
Feurt  and  for  tills  community,  for  it  is 
the  first  recognition  this  community 
has  rccci'vcd  from  the  sla'te’s  great 
educational  institutions.  The  scliool, 
the  newest  of  the  state  colleges  which 
was  established  in  1905,  has  gi’own 
to  bo  one  of  the  stirpngesl  and  best 
equipped  in  the  state  rind  is  operated 
at  a  cost  of  approximately  $260,000  a 
year. 

“The  Board  of  Regents,  a  strictly 
bipartisan  body  of  which  Mr.  Feurt 
goes  in  us  a  democratic  member  to 
succeed  a  democrat,  is  the  governing 
boly  of  the  school.  It  consists  of  six 
j  members.” 

Want  to  Expand^.  1.  A. 
A.  will  Include  Colleges 
of  the.  Other  States 

Renewed  efforts  w’ill  bo  niado  this 
winter  to  enlargo  the  Missouri  Inter¬ 
collegiate  Athletic  Association,  whoso 
membership  Is  now  made  up  of  the  ' 
five  state  teachers  colleges,  at  Mary- , 
ville,  Warrensburg,.  Springfield,  Kirks-, 
ville  and  Gape  Girardeau.  | 

The  greatest  difficulty  confronting 
the  officials  of  the  M.  I.  A.  A.  is  the 
coat  of  making  long  jumps,  which 
could  1)0  avoided  when  the  organiza¬ 
tion  had  fourtocu  to  fifteen  members. 
In  the  old  M.  I.  A.  A. .  games  were 
scheduled  pi-otly'  much  between  the 
teams  in  tho  same  section  of  the'  state, 
with  possibly  oijo  or  two  long  jumps 
during  the  season.  Now  tho  .schools 
of  tlic  M.  I.  A.  A^  must  go  almost  from 
ouo  end  of  tlie  state  to  tho  other  to 
moot  teams  of  tlie  other  teacher  col¬ 
leges.  The  balance  of  the  schedule  is 
made  up  by  playing  independent  col¬ 
leges  of  otiior  states  and  high  rank¬ 
ing  elevens  in  Missouri. 

These  schools  are  allowed  to  play 
without  having  tho  ollglblllty  rules  en¬ 
forced,  .  becuuBo  they  are  not  in  tlie 
conferonco  and  ottontimes  do  not  have 
oUgiblllty  rulings. 

Offers  liavo  como  from  ■  teams  in 
Iowa,  Okluhoniu,  Arkansas,  and  Kan¬ 
sas  to  join  Ibo  M.  I.  A.  A,  inombors 
in  an  interstato  clx-cuit. 

Somo  ol  the  officials  of  tlio  M.  I.  A. 
A.  contend  that  contests  between 
^oams  of  the  diffoi'ent  states  would 
create  a  gjrpator  interest  than  games 
between  teams  of  tho  samo  state.

Chang'es  in  Constitution 
Are  Planned  by  Council 

Proposed  changes  In  the  constitut¬ 
ion  of  tho  student- government  organi¬ 
zation  were  the  chief  subjects  for  dis¬ 
cussion  in^tho  special  session  of  the 
student  council  at  Residence  Hall  last 
Thursday!  The  present  constitution 
was  declared  lo  be  iuadequate  ln  sev¬ 
eral  respects  and  a  proposal,  to  sub¬ 
mit  the  problem  to  a  cornmlttee  for  so¬ 
lution,  was  carried. 

The  question  most  perplexing  at 
present  seems  lo  be  that  of  represen¬ 
tation  on  tho  council.  Some  hold  that 
the  present  system  of  representation 
is  unfair  in  as  much  as  the  council 
allows  certain  organizations  represen¬ 
tation  while  denying  it  to  others;  but 
at  tho  same  time  it  exercises  jurisdict¬ 
ion  over  all.  It  is  proposed  to  amend 
the  constitution  in  order  to  provide  for 
a  just  represoutation  of  organizations 
on  tho  council. 

‘  The  committee  appointed  by  the 
president  to  formulate  the  proposed 
changes  is  composed  of  Merle  Solec- 
'nian,  senior  ropresentatlve,  chairman; 
Raymond  Henning,  representative  at 
largo;  Sam  Evans,  Excelsior;  .  and 
Temple  Allen,  president  of  the  coun¬ 
cil,  ex-otflcio  member  of  the  commit¬ 
tee. 

This  committee  will  make  its  report 
to  tlio  council  at  the  regular  meeting, 
October  30.  Any  changes  or  amend- 
monts  that  are  doslrod  must  bo  in  tlie 
hands  of  tho  committee  hoforo  that 
'  time.

'  We  hear  a  great  deal  these  days 
about  citizenship  and  the  art  of  being 
a  good  citizen.  We  .conclude  that  he- 
fdre  one  can  be  a  good  citizen,  he  must 
be  obedient  to  laws,  and  have  a  re¬ 
spect  tor  authority.  ^ 

It  is  written  that  the  board'  of  re¬ 
gents  forbids  sororities  and  trat^rn'i- 
’tles  in  the  North'west  Missouri  jS^ate 
Teachers  College.  Yet  in  ■violatlSil  .  of 
this  regulation,  we  have  a  sorority  and 
'a  fraternity. 

Citizenship,  like  charity,  should  be¬ 
gin  at  home.  It. is  our  opinion  that  the 
existing  sororities  and  fraternities 
should  be  put  out  of  existence,  or  that 
the  board  of  regents  should  amend  the 
regulations  to  allow  sororities  to  be 
organized '  legally,  and  without  re¬ 
striction  to  departments, 

— A  Citizen  of  S.  T.  C. 

It  is  true  that  the  Northwest  Mis¬ 
souri  State  Teachers  College  has  per¬ 
mitted  a  Fraternity  and  a  Sorority  to 
be  organized,  but  these  require  a  schol¬ 
astic  standing  of  all  members.  In  oth¬ 
er  words  they  are'^ honorary  and  are 
governed  by  regulations  approved  by 
the  Faculty  and  administration  of  our 
College. 

The  following  is  an  ordinance  pass¬ 
ed  by  the  Board  of  Regents  concern¬ 
ing  Fraternities  and  Sororities: 

■  -‘‘In  view  of  the  fact  that  many  of 
the  graduates  of  the  Northwest  Mis¬ 
souri  State  Teachers  College  will  teach 
In  the  Public  High  Schools  of  the 
State,  where  secret  Sororities  and  se¬ 
cret  Fraternities  are  not  wanted,  and 
in  view  of.  the  fact  that  the  existence 
of  these  secret  organizations  in  the 
High  Schools  of  the  State  have  been 
found  to"  be  detrimental  to  the  best 
interests  of  the  school  and  tho  mem¬ 
bers  of  such  secret  organizations,  now 
therefore,  be  it  resolved  that  it  is  the 
sense  of  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the 
Northwest  Missouri  State  Teachers 
College  .that  they  be  not  encouraged 
or  permitted  in  this  institution.  This 
resolution  shall  not  apply  to  non-sec¬ 
ret,- honorary  scholarship  societies  or¬ 
ganized  in  connection  with  institu¬ 
tions  similar  to  the  Northwest  Mis¬ 
souri  State  Teachers  College;  if  or¬ 
ganized  and  governed  by  regulations 
approved  by  tho  Faculty  and  Admin¬ 
istration.”
